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THOSE “MANY COMPLAINTS.” 


Notwithstanding the reiteration of 
the Shipping List of last Saturday in 
reply to the letter of Mr. Brooks, 
chairman of the Oommittee of 
Arrangements and Entertainment, 
refuting the wanton charges made 
and demanding proof of the same, 
and the overwhelming evidence pre 
sented in the columns of the Rerorter 
last Monday that not one of the dele- 
gates from New York had made com- 
plaint and challenging the Shipping 
Tist to produce its proof, that sheet 
has since appeared, but had not one 
word to say in defense of its course in 
making the charges, or one word of 
apology for the insult to the members 
of the National Wholesale Druggists 
Association. The conclusion is there- 
fore forced upon every fair minded 
person that the charges were vot only 
entirely unfounded, but that they 
originated either in the disordered 
brain of the writer of the article or 
that they were instigated by some 
disgruntied person who sought to 
vent his spite on those at whom he is 
offended by insulting the whole asso- 
ciation. If the latter is the case then 
our delectable contemporary has been 
made to act the part of the cat’s paw. 
But if it has been imposed upon, why 
withhold the name of its informant or 
informants? Surely any respectable 
journal,having the least regard for its 
reputation, would use every means to 
set itself right before its readers. We 
admit we are somewhat mystified and 
dislike to accept the conviction forced 
upon us by the course this alleged 
commercial journal has taken, That 
it did receive ‘‘manyj complaints’’ 
we have proven to be absolutely false 
by the interviews printed last week. 
Not one delegate having made com- 
plaint, that lie is nailed. If the article 
was instigated by some one other 
than a delegate, who therefore did not 
have a foundation for his charges, 
and whose only motive could be 
malice, then the Shipping List ac- 
knowledges an equally malicious 
spirit in shielding its informant, the 
party or parties who imposed on its 
only too ready credulity. As the mat 
ter rests the Shipping List stands 
charged with wantonly insulting the 
members of the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association, with falsely 
stating its charges were based on 
“many complaints,” and with being 
in sympathy with its alleged infor- 
mants in their desire to bring the 
Association and its members into dis- 
repute.

THE COD LIVER OIL MaRKET. 


The season for the active distribu- 
tion of cod liver oil to cover the win- 
ter requirements, has progressed far 
enougb,*o warrant us in saying that, 
notwithstanding the unusual obsta- 
cles which business in general has en- 
countered, the trade in this staple has 
been fully up to the ordinary volume. 
Contracts entered into months ago 
are now in process of execution, and 
the deliveries to be effected this month 
will practically close the movement 
on these agreements. Under normal 
conditions of the market we should 
rather expect to see quotations estab- 
lished on a higher basis, but under 
existing conditions.the steadiness of 
prices and the apparent indisposition 
of holderg to shade the current figures, 
implies a high degree of confidence 
on their part in the prospective mar- 
ket value of cod liver oil. In point of 
fact, few articles in the drug list can 
claim so steady a range of values as 
has been exhibited by this article 
throughout the present year and this 
is ascribed to the naturally strong 
position of the article both here 
and abroad. The wants of the interior 
buyers, especially those who usually 
purchase from hand to mouth, are 
probably equal to those of former 


seasons, while the oil distributed on 
contracts entered into early in the 
year shows no decrease in volume, 
Asaresult of pecuniary distress on 
this side, orders for oil were not so 
freely given this year as in the past 
and, accordingly, the importations 
have fallen off and the market at 
present especially for superior grades 
cannot be said to be over stocked. 
The light purchases in the primary 
markets have been liberally drawn 
against by consumers in_ this 
country and it is said that the 
New York market is now really 
lower than it should be. The latest 
sales in Norway are reported at thir- 
teen dollars per barrel, free on board 
there. This indicates an advance 
abroad, while here, although quota- 
tions are exceedingly firm, no upward 
movement has yet set in. One of the 
chief factors in keeping the locai 
prices down is the presence of con- 
siderable old and inferior grades 
of oil, which, being offered at 
tempting prices, acts as a dead 
weight on the market, It was 
hoped that these holdings would be 
cleaned up before the advent of the 
fall demand, but it seems to bea very 
difficult matter to close them out. 
Meanwhile, high grade oil is in de- 
mand, and although conce3sions may 
be obtained on inferior goods, dealers 
are unwilling to accept less than full 
value for choice qualities of oil. Un- 
der thess circumstances the trade is 
rather inclined to believe that higher 
prices will be seen before the winter 


season ends.

THE WHALEBONE SITUATION. 


The recent arrival of the Alaska at 
San Francisco, one of the sailing ves- 
sels from the Arctic ocean, gives de- 
finite news as to the result of the last 
season’s catch in Northern waters. 
Advices from this source are decided- 
ly unfavorable, the sailing vessels be- 
ing wholly without important catches, 
the amount of bone produced from 
this source showing decidedly cur- 
tailed proportions when compared 
with those represented by the statis. 
tics of former years. The steamers 
that wintered at Herschel Island had 
extraordinary good luck which led to 
the belief that the sailing vessels 
would prove successful in their un- 
dertakings. This resulted in the 
low prices lately accepted by holders 
for their supplies, but since the un 
favorable reports received through 
the medium of the captain of the late- 
ly arrived vessel, prices have shown 
atendency to harden and sellers re- 
fuse to part with their holdings ex- 
cept at an advanced figure, the ad 
vance being equivalent to fifty cents 
over the prices of last week. The 
sale of six thousand pounds lately 
consummated at two dollars repre- 
sents the last of twenty-five thousand 
pounds at that price, sales having 
been effected since on a basis of two 
dollars and twenty-five cents. 

The situation is practically in the 
hands of the Pacific Whaling Oom- 
pany, they controlling the entire 
available supply with the exception of 
some sixty thousand pounds, com- 
posed equally of new and old bone, 
which represents the eastern or New 
Bedford interest. As the amount 
produced and available aggregates 
three hundred and fifty thousand 
pounds, the holdings of this company 
is readily computed. That they are 
in a position to thoroughly control 
the market is conceded and any point 
of vantage they consider necessary 
to the furtherance of their interests 
will undoubtedly be secured. 

The three hundred and fifty thou- 
sand pounds spoken of above does 
not represent the entire produc- 
tion of the season, one hundred and 
fifty thousand pounds being still 
held by steamers that will winter at 





the Herschel Islands, and although 
the amount available is not an aver- 
age season’s catch yet in the present 
state of limited requirements and cur- 
tailed production of articles for which 
whalebone is used, there is no doubt 
than there will be more than suffi- 
cient for consumption requirements. 
a 





FUTURE OF PIG LEAD. 


Throughout the prolonged discus- 
sion of the silver question, during the 
recent extra session of Oongress, the 
varying fortunes of the repeal meas- 
ure were eagerly watched by those in- 
terested in the pig lead business, as 
the abrogation of the silver purchas- 
ing clause was deemed the forerunner 
of a material decrease in the produc- 
tion of lead ore. This view was gen- 
erally entertained and freely ex- 
pressed, and now that the vexatious 
law has been abolished and the 
government prohibited from making 
further purchases of silver bull- 
ion, it is opportune to review the 
position of pig lead in the light of the 
new features imposed by the late en- 
actment. Since the repeal bill went 
into effect the market conditions have 
shown noimprovement. In fact, in- 
stead of the reaction whish was gen- 
erally expected to follow the annul- 
ment of the former law, prices for pig 
lead remain depressed, and so far 
as surface indication show, there are 
no signs of an early revival of inter- 
est in the article. The causes of the 
prevailing dullness of trade and de- 
preciated values date back to and are 
founded upon the financial disturb. 
ances which arose early in the present 
year. The current requirements for 
consumption, are of course, extremely 
light, as the corroders and other large 
buyers are fully supplied, while in a 
speculative way there is an utter ab- 
sence of activity at the moment. Oon- 
sequently, the favorable results which 
were anticipated in connection with 
the passage cf the repeal bill, have, 
as yet, had ao opportunity to manifest 
themselves, and the stagnation that 
is now being felt in the market is dis- 
appointing to nota few. Regarding 
the effect that the new legislation will 
have upon the output of argentifer- 
ous ore, it is stillthe belief of many 
in the trade that a decreased produc- 
tion will be one of the inevitable con- 
sequences. Nevertheless, there is no 
good reason to suppose that 
the expected curtailment of pro- 
duction will approach anything re- 
sembling a prostration of the 
mining industry. One of the first ef- 
fects of the financial panic was the 
cessation of operations in a large ma- 
jority of the Western mines,and since 
then some of the smelters have been 
working up their accumulated stocks 
of ore. These have proved abundant 
enoughto more than meet every re- 
quirement of the pig lead market and 
so far as recent information extends, 
there is no probability that these 
supplies of ore will soon become ex- 
hausted. It has heretofore been 
claimed that the holdings of pig lead 
were limited in all the mar- 
kets, but some authorities are dis- 
posed now to. challenge this 
statement. basing their opinion 
upon the facility with which buyers 
have been able to secure supplies and 
the favorable prices named on all late 
transactions. Advices from Colorado 
indicate that the mining industry is 
slowly recovering from the blow in- 
flicted by the monetary crisis, and 
that about forty per cent. of the total 
number of furnaces in the State have 
resumed the smelting of silver ore. 
These smelters have lately been in 
the market for ore and found the sup- 
ply satisfactory. It is reported that

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The Advance in the Price of Cottonseed. 


One of the most interesting facts 
connected with the marketing of the 
present cotton crop is the rapid ad. 
vance in the value of cottonseed. 
When the season opened, two months 
ago, cottonseed was worth $11 per 
short ton, and since that time the 
price has advanced steadily, until to- 
day itis $16 per ton. This improve- 
ment represents a substantial gain 
to the Southern planter and also indi- 
cates either an unusually heavy de- 
mand for cottonseed or an uncom- 
monly short prospestive supply. 
Which, we are not prepared to decide. 

Should the value of cottonseed re- 
main high allseason, which now ap 
pears to be probable enough, the pro 
fits arising from the sale of seed will 
be a welcome addition to the results 
of the season’s yield, In this connec- 
tion it would be well to remember 
that the price of picking the crop has; 
been very much reduced this year, 
and this saving, added to the en- 
hanced price of seed, has greatly in- 
creased the profits of the producers, 
some authorities claiming that from 
these two causes full two cents per 
pound has been added to the price of 
cotton compared with the price ruling 
during the big crop year two seasons 
ago. 

t must also be remembered that 
the present cotton crop has been raised 
much more cheaply than usual, a fact 
which plays no unimportant part in 
the general results of the season, as 
the crop comes to market with a 
smaller toad of debt to liquidate than 
usual. All these facts piace the cot- 
ton producers in a more enviable po- 
sition than they have enjoyed for 
some seasons past. 

When it is remembered that it1 
but a comparatively short time since 
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cottonseed had no market value at 
all, the present price of $16 per ton 
proves what a tremendous advance 
has been made toward utilizing ail 
the products of the cotton plants and 
what a considerable portion of his 
proper profite the producer formerly 
tost.—N. O. Picayune. 





The Determination of Sulphur in Py- 
rites. 


The differences in results of deter- 
minations in copper and iron pyrites 
have long been a source of annoyance 
in the chemical trade. The bromine 
method was investigated twenty years 
ago by Mr. Herreshoff, now vice- 

resident of the Nichois Chemical 
Sompany. Mr. Herreshoff introduced 
the process into the laboratory of the 
company many years ago and since 
that time it has always been used, 
giving very satisfactory results. Mr, 

. O. Ferguson, chief chemist of tne 
Nichols Chemicai Company, has fur- 
pished us with the following de:crip 
tion of the process, and comparison 
with the fusion method, which is 
most generally used, and in the hope 
that it may be of some value to our 
friends we publish the following 
article: 

The methods in use for determining 
the sulphur in pyrites depend on first 
oxidizing the sulphur to sulphuric 
acid, which is precipitated by barium 
chloride and weighed as barium sul 
phate. One of the difficulties en- 
countered is in the complete oxida- 
tion of the sulphur, the first step in 
the operation. The following meth- 
cds of decomposition are used. 

1, Potassium chlorate with bydro- 
chloric acid. 

2. Potassium chlorate with hydro 
chloric acid and nitric acid. 

8. Strong and fuming nitric acid 
with hydrochloric acid. 

4. Bromine, used as described 
below. 

6. Fusion with mixed carbonates 
and nitrates of soda and potash. 

The bromine and fusion methods 
are much more effective than the 
others, doing the work of oxidation 
invariably completely if properly car- 
ried out; therefore, only these two 
latter processes are compared. It 
must be borne in mind, however, that 
with the first named methods equally 
correct results would be obtaiued if 
the sulphur were completely oxidized. 
It is the difficulty attending tnis step 
that makes the process objectionable. 


SULPHUR IN PYRITES--BROMINE METHOD, 


Carefully mix and quarter sample 
down to enough for analysis. Dry 
and grind to an impalpabie powder. 
Keep in well corked tube. Run all 
ana'ysis in duplicate, 

Weigh out one gram, introduce in- 
toa No. 6 lipped beaker, cover with 
watch glass and add 20 ¢.c. bromine 
solution, mix by rotating beaker and 
let stand ten minutes in the cold. 
Add 10 c.c. nitric acid, mix as before 
and let stand ten minutes longer in 
cold. Finally place beaker on steam 
bath and when solution becomes quiet 
remove clock glass after rinsing and 
evaporate to dryness. Add 10 c.c. 
hydrochloric acid, immediately cover 
beaker with clock giass and when 
violent action ceases again remove 
clock glass after rinsing and evapor- 
ate to dryness once more. Finally 
take up with a solution 20c.c. hydro- 
chloric acid in 100 ¢.c. hot water, let 
stand ten minutes, filter through a 
10¢.m, paper and wash thoroughly 
three times. Scrape residue from 
paper and ignite on platinum foil, If 
any sulphur present a fresh portionof 
sample must be weighed out. If oper- 
ation be carried out as above the 
sulphur will be completely oxidized. 

Heat filtrate on steam bath and add 
barium chloride solution from a bur- 
ette, drop by drop, siirring briskly. 
Add 86 c.c. and let solution stand one 
hour on steam bath, filter through 10 
¢.m. paper and wash three times with 
hot water. Ignite and weigh barium 
sulphate. Afver calculating per cent. 
sulphur add 0°2 to result. For example, 
if calculation equals 29°80 per cent. re- 
port 30 per cent. 

Pyrites stand in cold with bromine 
and nitric acids because heat imme- 
diately applied would tend to expel 
bromine before its work had been 
completed. Hhdrochloric acid is 
added to expel the nitric, nitrates 
being carried down by barium sul- 
phate, thus giving high results, 

It is necessary to evaporate to dry- 
ness to dehydrate the silica that 
might otherwise contaminate barium 
sulphate. 

The barium sulphate if precipitated 
slowly because under such conditions 
in a hot solution experiment has 
roved that the precipitate separates 
n purerform. If precipitated py ad- 
ding barium chloride in a stream the 
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precipitated sulphur encloses salts 
while forming, giving high results. 
The 20 c.c. bydrocbloric acid ia added 
to keep the iron in solution, but it 
dissolves a certain amount of barium 
sulphate. ‘The 0'2 is added to correct 
this ; distilled water and strictly c. p. 
chemicals must be used. 

To prepare barium chloride solution 
dissolve one part of the salt in 10 
parts of water. 


DIRECTIONS FOR MAKING BROMINE SOLU- 
TION. 

Take about 75 grams potassium 
bromide add 60 c.c, water and when 
nearly dissolved 60 cc, bromine. Stir 
a few minutes and when nearly dis- 
solved introduce into glass stoppered 
bottle of 500 ¢c.c., add a little more 
water, shake gently and carefully a 
few minutes, finally nearly fill bottle 
with water and shake again. Aftera 
few minutes most all the bromine will 
be dissolved, 

All the above must be done under 
the hood andevery precaution taken 
to avoid spilling bromine as it is ex- 
tremely dangerous. Keep well corked 
under the hood. 

The following is a list of the past 
twenty-two suiphur analyses run in 
our laboratory, bromine method.

sampies. Sulphur % equals. 
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Ooiumn X represents the excess of 
bromine over fusion. 

Columns XX represents the excess of 
fusion over bromine, 

There are 27 samples represented, 
16 of which run highest by bromine 
method by an average of 0'33%, and 
12 are highest by fusion method by 
au average of 0°45%, showing that the 
general average ot both methods is 
about the same, In eight of the 27 
analyses the methods agree to within 
0°12%. 

Tne above comparisons indicate 
that for accuracy there is no appreci- 
able difference between the bromine 
and fusion methods. The bromine 
method, though, has the great ad- 
vantage of requiring comparatlvely 
little immediate attention, about fif- 
teen minutes for each analysis, most 
of the time being consumed in evap- 
oration and the settling of the bari- 
um sulphate precipitate. During 
this time the chemist can give all of 
his attention to other work. 

With the fusion metnod, on the 
contrary, much more personal atten- 
tion is required as each fusion must 
be carefully watched. 

In large laboratories where some- 
times as many as fifteen sulphurs are 
run in one day, the saving in time 
can be readily appreciated.

dry lead. The National Company 
are quoting 5%c and upwards fordry, 
as to quantity, at which they report 
only a moderate demand, Lead in 
oil is quoted at 6%c and upwards, as 
to size of order. 

Litharage.—The demand during 
the week trom the glass and rubber 
trades has fallen off to a considerable 
extent. only such lots as current 
wants require being taken. Very 
little inquiry is reported for future 
delivery. Values remain steady at 
5%4@5%c, as to quantity, less the 
usual discount. ‘he other high 
grades are only in moderate request 
either for spot or for future delivery, 
at 6%4,@7e, as to quality and quantity, 
less the regular discount. 

Red Lead,—There is almost no de- 
mand at the moment forround lots of 
German for future delivery.

The season has so 
far advanced that not even the pleas 
ant weather of the past few days has 
operated as a stimulant to outside 
work. Atonetime it was supposed 
that revival of this branch of trade 
would be almost simultaneous with 
the passage of the “silver repeal 
bill,” but up to this time the tangible 
effect upon the white lead market 
has not been pronouneed. Prices are 
about steady. 

Dry Colors.—The general list is fairly 
steady, but no special activity has 
been manifested. Grinders are in- 
different and trade is confined to the 
filling of occasional jobbing orders. 
Pressing wants are few and easily sup- 
plied, and trade is extremely quiet. 

Mixed Paints.— No improvement 
can be reported. No trade is coming 
in, nor does there seem any likelihood 
of avy resumption of business before 
the advance of the spring trade, 

Window Giass.— Nothing of interest 
can be reported. Since this market 
has been made open trade hag been, 
if anything, duller than before. 
Stocks in second hands are ample to 
meet all present needs, and the pres 
ent prospect of a largely increased 
supply to be thrown onthe market 
within a few months has been far 
from exerting a beneficial influence 
upon the market. Prices have that 
sort of steadiness which usually re- 
sults from an utter lack of provoca- 
tion to competition.

There is, therefore, no life to the mar- 
ket, and sales cannot be forced, peo- 
ple not buying beyond their immedi- 
ate needs, It is supposed that the 
price of spot lard is likely to decline 
as packers will sell freely while spot 
lard commands a premium over 
January contracts. It is also believed 
that many of the cottonseed oil mills, 
especially the larger concerns, want 
to see the price of oil go down tempo- 
rarily in order to enable them to get 
seed at lower prices. There has pro- 
bably been some accumulation of oil 
at the mills, and while there are in- 
creased offerings from the West, yet 
there: has not so far appeared any 

reat anxiety to sell. It is quite like- 
'y that lower prices will result should 
the receipts during the next fortnight 
be at all liberal, for buyers are hold- 
ing aloof from the market at present, 
believing in lower figures. The gen- 
eral trade is improving slowly and 
there is still very little disposition 
to buy any merchandise with any 
great degree of confidence.

Some Wild Plants of Cinnamon Gardens. 


BY E, T. HOOLE, 


1. Wrightea Zeylanica,—(Sin. Idda; 
Tamil, Vedpalai). This is a small 
milky shrub belonging to the natural 
order Apocynacee, and is very com- 
mon in the cinnamon gardens, It 
looks somewhat like the tea .plant at 
a distance. The leaves are oblong, 
acuminate, smooth, and bright green 
on each side. The white flowers, 
which have a kind of silky tuft, are 
largely collected for offering at the 
Hindu and Buddhist temples. The 
pods contain a silky wool, which is 
useful for stuffing cushions. The 
bark is astringent and bitter, and also 
An infusion of 


2, Exacum Zeylanicum.—(Sin. Gini- 
This is a species of gentian. 


blue-purple flowers. The stem is 


square and erect, and the upper leaves 
enclose the flowers in pairs. 


The 
whole plant, and especially the root, 


is very bitter, and is devoid of astrin- 


gency. It is a powerful tonicand and 
In short, it may be re- 


marked that this herb has probably 


the same virtues as the yellow Europ- 
ean gentian (gentiana lutea), and it 


may be that we seek at a distance 
what lies at the very threshold of our 
doors. 

3. Cuscuta reflexa.—(Sin. Agamula- 
netirvela). This is a parasitic leafless 


creeper which preys on the cinnamon 


bush, and belongs to the same family 
as the “dodder.” The Sinhalese 
name means “ta creeper that has no 
beginning orend.” The Tamils call 
it muda kottan, and consider it a spec- 
ific for cuts, fractures, and disloca- 
Wonderful stories, which rd 
the 
power of this plant to make 
flesh adhere and cure wounds, 
and the remarkable success of some 
native doctors in surgical treatment 
is attributed to the secret use of this 
plant, One thing, however, can be 
said with certainty about its virtues, 
the mucilaginous juice has avery 
soothing effect when it is applied in 
the form of a poultice. 

4, Acalypha Indica,—This is a com- 
mon annual herb with greenish flow- 
ers, belonging to the natural order 
euphorbiacee. It is called kuppeme 
nia by the Sinhalese and Tamils. It 
is reported to have a peculiar effect 
on the cat, which has sometimes been 
noticed to play about with great fond- 
ness round the plant. A decoction 
of the leaves has laxative properties, 
and the root is a cathartic. 

5. Hemidesmus Indicus.— This 
lant is known as iramusu in Sinha- 
ese and nannari in Tamil. It be- 

longs to the order asclepiadee. and is 
&@ perennial with a thin woody creep- 
ing stem and small lanceolate, smooth 
and shining leaves, streaked with 
white along the midrib. Its rootis 
long and slender, with few ramifica- 
cions, covered with rust colored frag. 
rant bark, which keeps its odor even 
after drying. ‘he root is popularly 
employed all over the island asa 
substitute for sarsaparilla (smilax), 
and is very highly spoken of. Its di- 
uretic property is very remarkable. 
It also acts as a diaphoretic and ton- 
ic, and increases the appe.ite while 
it purifies the blood. The taste and 
smell of the infusion of the root are 
balmy and sweet. It has been used 
with the most decided benefit in nu- 
merous cases of the description in 
which sarsaparilla is generally given, 
and. indeed, it is said that the activi- 
ty of this medicine is much more de- 
cided than that of sarsaparilla,—Trop-

St. Vincent Arrowroot. 


About three years ago, at there 
quest of the government of the Wind- 
ward Islands, a somewhat exhaustive 
inquiry was underteken at Kew 
Gardens into the circumstances of 
the arrowroot industry at St. Vincent. 
recently referred to in this journal. 
Arrowroot, next to sugar, has been 
a staple article of export from this in- 
teresting island. Iu fact St Vincent 
arrowroot forms one of the principal 
sources of supply of this well-xnowp 
article of food, and until about three 
or four years ag°, its production sup 

orted a fairly prosperous industry. 
En 1889 the Governor in-Chief of the 
Windward Islands, was struck by the 
depressed condition into which it had 
fallen, and sought to trace the causes 
which had led tothe decay of an in 
dustry that hitherto had been a 
source of wealth to the island. There 
are reasons to believe that the sug- 
gestions made to the St. Vincent 
planters iu 1890 have proved of ma. 
terial service tu them. Since 1890 the 
arrowroot industry has certainly re 
vived, and although much of this re- 
vival may have been due to purely 
accidental causes or to favoravie 
changes in the world’s markets, there 
remains, however, 40 appreciable 
juargin of probability in favor of bet- 
ter cullivation and of improved 
methods of manufacture. 

Owing to the fall in the value of 
sugar, the production of arrowroot in 
the West Indies has been extended 
rather beyond the demand. The 
wholesale price has consequently 
fallen to an almost unremunerative 
point, This low price, however, will 
permit it to be used for whatever pur- 
poses the commoner kinds of starch 
are now employed.In some respects it 
is superior to common starch, and the 
attention of large users of siarch 
should be given to this comparatively 
new source of fine starch. Arrowroot 
swells much more readily and with 
jess heat than maize, rice, or wheat 
starch, and forms a stiffer jelly. It is, 
therefore. highly adaptable for sizing 
and laundry purposes. This property 
is attributed to the larger size of the 
granules of arrowroot starch, which 
are among the largest of the starch 
granules, whereas the grunules of 
wheat, maize, and rice starch are very 
small, and will contain a greater pro 
portion of starch cellulose and ks: 
wranulose, the latter being the sub- 
stance which swells when dissolved 
in hot water. Another use for which 
urrowroot starch is suitable, on ac- 
count of ita great purity and freedom

this article in the London market, 

“3. As the subject was felt to be of 
considerable importance steps have 
been taken to obtain as much infor- 
mation as possible on his side. The 
plants and roots have been examined, 
the soils have been analyzed by an 
agricultural chemist, the manufac- 
tured article has been submitted to 
experts for valuation and report, and |

Bermuda arrowroot may therefore be 
taken as the standard of what a good 
arrowroot should be, and the circum 
stances of its cultivation and manu- 
facture are well deserving of consid- 
eration. 

“6, There is no reason to suppose 
that the arrowroot plants cultivated at 
Bermuda and at St. Vincent differ in 
any essential respects from one an- 
other. Plants have been obtained 
direct from Bermuda and cultivated 
in the Bahamas and other islands in 
the West Indies, and the arrowroot 
prepared from them ~~ to 
West Indian methods has been 
classed as St. Vincent aroowroot. 

“6. As regards soil, we appear to 
have no authentic analysis of Ber- 
muda soils. It-may, however, be as- 
sumed that they have been formed by 
the disintegration of coral rock, and 
that they are tolerably rich in lime, 
phosphric acid, and other important 
constituents of plant life. In a recent 
account of the arrowroot industry in 
Bermuda it is stated that ‘the ground 
is first well manured and ge 
a. The advantage derived from 
such treatment is obvious, The St 
Vincent soils, on the other hand, as 
may be | yy from the analyses 
furnished by Mr. John Hughes, are 
‘singularly poor in nitrogen, phos- 
phoric acid, and potash ; they are fur- 
ther of a very silicious character, and 
posess small retentive properties,’ It 
does not appear that manuring is reg- 
ularly and systematically pursued on 
St. Vincent estates, and deep plough- 
ing appears to give place to hole 
digging with hoes. 

“7. It is impossible to institute a 
more detailed comparrison betwen 
the cultural methods pursued re- 
spectively at St Vincent and at Ber 
muda; but enough has been said to 
show that the advantages as regards 
soil and culture so far lie with Ber- 
muda ; 

«8, It is probable, however, that 
the superiority of Bermuda arrowroot 
depends as much upon the methods 
of manufacture as on soil and its 
treatment. In the account of the in- 
dustry already cited, stress is laid on 
tie fact that ‘at Bermuda the roots, 
after being coliected, are washed, anu 
their outer skins completely removed ; 
this operation has to be perfurmed 
with great nicety, as the cuticle con- 
tains a re-inous matter which imparts 
color and a disagreeable flavor to the 
starch, which no subsequent treatment 
can remove.’ Inthe accounts given 
of the manufacture at St. Vincent, it 
appears that the skin is not always so 
ca:efully removed from the roots be-

“4, The general results of the in- 
quiry will be given in detail later. It 
is well known that the best arrowroot 
at present in the market is Bermuda

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foreany are pulped. One account, 
however, states that ‘in former times 
the roots were very earefully skinned 
with German silver knives... but it 
was so laborous and expensive it was 
discontinued, The method of pulping 
now generally adopted is to feed the 
clean unskinned roots against a fine 
saw grater, very similar to a potato 
grater.’ . 

“9, In other respects, the process of 
manufacture pursued at St Vincent, 
appears to be carried on without that 
scrupulous care and attention to de- 
tails pursued at Bermuda. There may 
also be some difference in the quality 
of the water employed. The peculiar 
blue tint notived in Bermuda arrow- 
root is said to be due to the use of 
water from limestone springs. If 
water from streams or rivers is used 
at St. Vincent, although wholesome 
and pure, it may still be capable of 
giving a dark clor to the arrowrvot. 

"10. It is evident, however, that the 
present position of ~t. Vincent arrow- 
root is only toa small extent due to 
the character of the water. Atore 
time. when possibly the same wat r 
was used, the quality was much bet- 
ter. It is probable that a gradual ex- 
haustion of the soii and a less skiltul 
and a cheaper method of preparation 
have been the determining circum. 
staaces. In any case itis clear, as 
shown in the report by Messrs, Fer- 
gusson & Forster, that ‘during the 
last few years there has been a con- 
siderable falling off in quality and 
appearance (in St. Vincent arrowroot) 
sO much so that they now have 
reached the low level of inferior 
brands. In other words, they have 
lost their reputation.’ 

“11, Messrs, Fergusson & Forster 
are supported in their opinion by oth- 
er experts to whom samples of arrow- 
root have been torwarded from Kew. 
It would be fruitless to dwell any lon- 
ger on this point. The fact appears 
to be established that St. Vincent ar- 
rowroots in their present conditio.. will 
only obtain the lowest prices. It re- 
mains, therefore, for the planters in 
St. Vincent to realize the fact, and to 
make a systematic effort to brin 
about &@ more satisfactory order o 
things, ‘he matter is evidently ina 
great measure in their own handa, 
and if they will energetically grapple 
with the situation there is every pro- 
bability that they will ultimately re-

Borax and Quicksilver in California, 
San Francisco, Nov. 4, 1893, 


We are rapidly approaching the end 
of the year which, as far as quicksilver 
and borax are concerned. has not seen 
very eventful It is true that there 
have been & good many new borax 
locations effected and that many new 
deposits of quicksilver have been 
found, but the market has remained 
on a pretty steady basis. Both are 
well in hand aud unless there should 
be much capital seeking employment 
there will be no serious interference 
with the practical monopoly enjoyed 
in each. 

We areto have some more quicksil- 
ver prospects tested before the year is 
closed. Napa and Sonoma counties 
seem to be the ones most favored of 
late, and now the latter is about to 
add to the list of quicksilver pros- 
pects. Itis, too, the result of acci 
dent, as there was no special search 
being made for the metal. While bor- 
ing a well at the Peterson place on the 
laguna at Santa Rosa a man named 
Oole struck quicksilver. It was found 
at po great depth, just twenty- 
one feet, and was at first noticed 
in the form of flowers, but asa liquid. 
A quantity of it was gathered and 
worked into little pieces about the 
size of ordinary shot, Mr. Cole was 
not looking for any such thing as 
liquid quicksilver, but saved all he 
could. e thinks that he has made a 
valuable find and intends to follow 
it up; it is but seldom that quicksilver 
is found in the liquid form and if 
there should be any large quantity of 
it in this form he has made a very 
valuable discovery, and as quicksilver 
is generally found in the form of an 
ore, it is not considered improbable 
that many persons have passed over 
similar deposits without knowing 
their character. 

The movement of quicksilver to 
market has been pretty lively during 
the week ending November ist. The 
receipts for the week were 981 flasks. 
The outward movement by sea was 
confined to 260 flasks to Mexico by 
steamer. It was manifested at $40 per 
flask. On the ist of November there 
was a reduction of 50 cents per flask 
made in this market, so that the price 
is now $4050 for 50 flasks and up- 
wards and $41 for a smaller quantity. 
The increased receipts from the Oali- 
fornia mines have no doubt given 
rise to this reduction, which may be 
genes to be permanent. 

here is nothing special to be said 
about borax ,.market, which goes on 
the even tenor of its way. There have 
been no exports of consequence for 
the past two weeks except by rail.

past and present weeks there 
has been a_ total absence of 
business in our opium market, in spite 
ofthe fact that small needy holders 
are becoming anxious to sell, and 
have to-day offered onium at a reduc- 
tion of about 5d per tb under the cur- 
rent quotations. It looks as though 
mo business to speak of will take place 
here for some time, and it is therefore 
highly probable that prices willbe run 
down to 10s@10s 3d per fh for usual 
run talequale, old or new, provided 
we have some rain before the month 
is out. Rain is now very much needed 
to ensure the success of the autumn 
sowings.”? Referring to the foregoing 
the same journal adds: “A report 
from another source confirms these 
statements, and even indicates that, 
unless American orders come in, & 
general decline of 1s per lb may be 
expected, The statistical position of 
the article. is, however, entirely op- 
posed to this state of the market; the 
arrivals in Smyrnia, for instance, 
since the opening of the season, have 
only been 660 cases, against 3,026 in 
the corresponding period of 1892. It 
is reported to-day that, owing to the 
failure of a large Oonstantinople 
banking firm which is believed to 
have been intimately connected with 
the opium market, prices in Smyrna 
and Constantinople have fallen to the 
extent of about 7d perlb.” 


The demand from consumers con- 
tinues to promote activity in the mar- 
ket for — and during the pe- 
riod under review probably 100,000 
ounces have changed hands. Prices 
remain inflexible at 19c cash for for- 
eign brands in second hands and 
19%@19% on regular terms. This 
range of quotations is ena- 
bling the manufacturers to secure 
a share of the current business and 
they are booking numerous orders at 
20c for delivery up to the first of Jan- 
uary. Beyond that date the manufac- 
turers are not entertaining contracts 
and this strengthens the general im- 
pression that the quinine makers 
contemplate some important changes 
in the schedule of prices, about that 
time. The cinchona bark sales this 
week at Amsterdam, went off at an 
advance of twenty per cent over the 
prices paid at the preceding auctions, 
and about 90 per cent. of the entire 
offerings of bark found buyers. This 
result is construed as an indication 


that the bark market is now in the 
position that the manufacturers have 


been striving to reach and that it will 


afford justification for the advance in 
prices which it is assumed they in- 
tend to make.

Alcohol.--There have been no inter- 
esting features connected with the 
trade in alcohol this week.

DRUG REPORTER 


CHEMICAL MARKET 





SATURDAY EvENING, Nov. 11, 1893. 

The past week has been a dull one 
as regards the leading chemicals on 
the list. The continuance of the coal 
strike abroad is interfering to a con- 
sfderable extent with the prompt 
shipments of caustic soda, conse- 
quently this market is about bare of 
stocks in first hands for spot delivery. 
Considerable has been done in future 
contracts of caustic soda ata slight 
reduction from current figures. It is 
reported that the output of one of the 
leading makers of alkali has been re- 
duced,owing toszarcity of coal,conse- 
quently prices for future contracts 
have been raised, with only limited 
offerings, even at the advanced fig- 
ures. Owing to sharp competition 
the price of acetic acid has been re- 
duced. Blue vitriol is firmer under 
reports of a combination being formed 
by the copper smelters. Oxalic acid 
and chlorate of potash are botn easier. 
Acetate of lime isin better request for 
export, though the home trade is 
quiet at the moment. The other 
light chemicals show few changes, as 
noted below. 


Heavy Chemioaie | 


Carbonated Soda Ash.—The market 
is decidedly firmer in all positions for 
future shipments. In the absence of 
stocks on the spot it is impossible to 
give quotations from first hands. 
High test for future delivery is now 
quoted at 110@1 15c, as to quantity 
and style of package. There have 
been a few sales for delivery after the 
turn of the year within the range 
quoted, 

Alkali.—It is reported that owing to 
the continuance of the coal strike 
abroad one of the largest makers has 
reduced their output. The demand 
is only moderate, for the reason that 
nearly all of the large consumars are 
now receiving their deliveries which 
had been held back, as is shown by 
the large arrivals which are coming 
to hand by sailing vessels. Thereare 
plenty of buyers for future contracts 
at the recent low prices quoted, but 
at the moment sellers are not offering 
only in a limited way at advanced fig 
ures. We quote bags at 95@l1c and 
casks at 1@1 05¢ as to quantity, for 
future delivery. While for jobbing 
parcels on the spot 105@il0c is 
named, ag to quantity and style of 
packing. 

Caustic Soda.—The coal strike still 
continues abroad, all of which is ser 
iously interfering with prompt deliv- 
eries ; also tends to cause makers to 
be very firm in their view for imme 
diate delivery. There are reports 
current that negotiations are being 
made to stop the cutting of prices for 
future delivery, ali of which has a 
shade of color. as it is reported that 
one of the officers of the principal 
makers abroad is now on his way to 
this country. This opinion evidently 
is entertained by many of the large 
consumers, who are having their 
contracts booked for 1894. Consider- 
able business has been done in both 
domestic and foreign makes for 
future delivery at a slight concession 
under current prices. We quote for 
the present 2 80@z 82%{c for 70-74% 
for round lots, while for jobbing par 
cels from second hanus a higher 
figure is named. 

Crystal Carbonaie.—There is no 
abatement in the demand forthis arti- 
cle. The recent arrivals having gone 
into consumption, buyers are obliged 
to have their orders booked for arri- 
val. Values remain steady at 2@2 25c, 
as to quantity and position of goods. 

Salt Cake.—The demand at the mo 
ment is very light as only very few 
of the window giass factories in the 
West have lighted their fires, conse 
quently makers are still holding back 
deliveries upon old contracts. For

Sal Soda.—The recent arrivals of 
foreign having gone into consump- 
tion, prices are steadier in all posi- 
tions. Sales are reported of 60 tons 
from dock at 95@97%, as to quantity. 
For store parcels they are quoting 
105@1 10c, as to quantity. Future 
shipments are quoted at 95c. Domes 
tic is jobbing freely at 924%@95c 
f. o. b., less the usual discount. 

Bleaching Powder. — Since the 
the prices for 1894 contracts has been 
fixed as stated in our last, an im- 
proved demand is noted for these 
monthly deliveriss. Only a small 
jobbing demand is reported for spot 
parcels all of which is satisfied at 
24%@2%ec as to make and quantity. 
Softwoods are in light request and 
nominally quoted at 1 85@1 95c as to 
make, quantity and holder. 


Aolds. 


Acetic.—Owing to sharp competion 
on the part of outside makers, prices 
have been reduced. Previous to fixe 
ing prices by the combination, large 
sales were made to the Paris green 
makers at about1%c. We quote1%

livery. 

Oxalic.—No change in the position 
of this article. The demand is of a 
retail nature, all of which is satisfied 
at current prices. For future deliv- 
ery little inquiry is reported. We 
quote German for future delivery at 
6c, and forspotat6%c, Prime makes 
of English are still held at 6%@6%ce, 
as to make and quantity. 

Tartaric.—The demand at the mo- 
ment is limited to actual wants, all of 
which are satisfled at 22%,@23c less 
the usual discount.

Geography and Topography of Florida 
Phosphate Belt. 


Three years ago the United States 
Senate requested the commissioner cf 
lobor to examine and report the ex- 
tent of the phosphate industry in the 
United States, the number of laborers 
employed and the opportunities for 
the employment of labor in the future 
development of the phosphate de- 
posits. The results of this investiaa- 
tion, conbucted under the direction of 
Hon. Oarroll D. Wright, csmmission- 
er of labor, are embodied in a report 
which has just been published. ev- 
eral months ago we gave a brief sum- 
mary of the more essential points em- 
braced in this report, and the publi- 
cation of the complete report now en- 
ables us to discuss it more fully. 
When this investigation was author- 
ized the phosphate industry of Flor- 
ida was in the chaotic condition inci- 
dent to its early days, and, of course, 
any figures obtained under such con- 
ditions could hardly be regarded as 
having any value. On this account 
the investigation has been delayed,

The descriptive matter of this report 
is made up very largely of reports 
and articles of various writers which 
have already been published in var 
fous forms, The writings of Dr. 
Wyatt, Dr. N. A. Pratt, Professor 
Holmes, Professor Oox, Dr. Jay Shra- 
der, Major Willis and others are drawn 
upon very freely, but the bringing 
together of a large amount of scatter- 
ed material in this manner gives the 
report a Vafue that is not gauged by its 
originality. Oapt. J. F. Tucker, who 
gathered most of the material, gives 
some clear statements of the general 
feature of the deposits and the min- 
ingindustry. The report is well put 
together. and is of much value for 
| Ae an of reference. The special 
statistics relating to cost of produc- 
tion are, perhaps, least valuable, be- 
cause of 1apidly changing condition 
which destroy their value. In fact, 
we doubt if figures gathered on the 
same basis at the present time would 
give a showing of any similarity, and 
& year hence results would doubtless 
be different again. The wide varia- 
tions in the character of the deposits 
and in the extent and methods of 
operations render any general con- 
clusions about costs of mining prac 
tically valuless and impractical. 
Leaving this point for the moment, 
however, there is much interesting 
information in the report that is 
worthy of reproduction here, 

The geography and topography of 
the Florida phosphate belt are treated 
as follows: 

The phospbate belt of Florida, as 
applied to the workable deposits hav- 
ing an economic and commercial 
value, commences at the head of the 
Wacissa river, in Jefferson county, 
about four miles south and eighteen 
miles east of Talahassee; thence it 
extends southeast to the Auchilla 
river, near a point where the three 
counties of Jefferson, Madison and 
Taylor join, where deposits of con- 
siderable extentand fine quality are 
found ; thence through Taylor county, 
with a trace of straggling deposit 
here and there, by a southeast course 
to the Steinhatchee river in Lafayette 
county, where large and valuable de 
posits have been located. Directly 
north of the Steinhatchee phosphate 
region, and chiefly on the east bank 
of the Suwannee river, and around 
the little village of Luraville, large

Straggling along at a distance of 
about twenty miles in the western 
part of Alachua and. Levy counties, 
from north to south, is the Trenton 
region, where fine composite phos- 
phate lands, rich and easily worked, 
have been located. 


Returning to Albion and traveling 
south and east through Levy count 
fifteen miles to Stafford’s Pond, 
thence through Marion county, tak- 
ingip onthe way a number ofrich 
mines in the Farly Bird region, we 
reach the Dunnellon mines, where the 
discovery of hard rock phosphate was 
originally made, wheréd the first mine 
was opened and where is now the 
largest hard rock company in the 
state. Orossing the Withlacoochee 
river the belt extends a little east of 
south through the rich and favored 
mineral counties of Citrus and 
Hernando, broadening out and reach. 
ing so far to the east as 
to take in the western border of Sum. 
ter county, again veering to the west; 
thence to a point four miles south of 
Dade City. in Pasco county,where the 
southern limit of the hard rock belt is 
reached. Its total length from Iche- 
tucknee Springs to the point named, 
is about160 miles, through a broken 
but continuous chain of phosphate 
deposits, its general trend being 
north-northwest to south-southeast, 
with an average width of twelve to 
fifteen miles, in several places widen- 
ing out so as to embrace, in a frag- 
mentary way,as much as twenty miles, 

To the east and parallel with the 
hard rock belt,and lying almost whol- 
ly within Marion county, is what is 
known as the plate roch region, of 
which Anthony, Welshton, Belleview 
and Summerfield are the present ac- 
tive centers. The plate rock region 
extends from Orange Late on the 
north to the southwest corner of Lake 
Weir on the south, a distance of thir- 
ty miles or more, with an average 
width of two or three miles. The 
thriving city of Ocala falls between 
the hard rock and plate rock belts, 
makingit the phosphate center fora 
large extent of country. The territo- 
ry from Ichetucknee to Dade City is 
described as the phosphate belt pro- 
per, because it is more compact and 
better defined, but including the Lu- 
raville, Steinhatchee, Auchiila and 
Wacissa rivers and deposits adjacent 
thereto, hard rock may be found for 
a distance of more than 200 miles, in 
its course traversing the counties of 
Jefferson, Madison, Taylor, Lafayette, 
Suwannee, Columbia, Alachua. Levy, 
Marion, Citrus, Hernando, Sumter 
and Pasco.

The fact that there is 
now only one vessel afloat from Sin- 
g#apore to this country has started 
speculation somewhat, and prices 
have advanced about 3-l6c, with a 
strong feeling pervading the market, 
The statistical position as regards 
Boston is as follows: In store Nov. 1, 
4,000 bales. No vessel afloat for Bos- 
ton, and will not be before January. 
Cubes continue quiet at 6%c for No. 
1, and 5%c for No. 2. 

Indigo.—Supplies on this market 
continue very small, and are being 
steadily reduced. The export of sup- 
plies to foreign markets first reduced 
the stocks to a narrow limit, and they 
were never known to beso small on 
this market as at the present time.

Sumac.—The market is « uiet and 
firm with no material changes as yet 
in price. None has arrived at this 
port this season, and spot stocks are 
about exhausted, even with the lim- 
ited demand for consumption which 
has prevailed for the past ten months. 
The Francesco is due here from Hull, 
Eng., with 650 bags, which will sat- 
isfy the pressing wan:s of buvers. 
Spot is quoted at $72, $75 and $77, as 
to quality and brands; forward arri- 
vals, $69, $74and $75.

The Future of Nitrate in Chili. 


The position which the Chilian Gov- 
ernment has assumed of late in con- 
nection with the sodium nitrate in- 
dustry has been attracting consider- 
able attention, and in view of subse- 
quent developments it will not prove 
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altogether uninteresting to focus the 
situation. 

The price which nitratecommanded 
about a dozen years ago was very 
much in advance of its value to day, 
and the prospects of the industry 
were of a roseate hue. In conse- 
quence, humerous companies sprang 
into existence, all of which were to 
bring big dividends to the sharehold- 
ers. In a short time, however, the 
output increased largely and prices 
declined very markedly, with results 
which were only too frequently indi- 
cated in the reports presented bya 
good many of the minor companies. 
So serious did the matter become that 
eventually a combination was formed 
to restrict the output within such 
limits as would enable a remunera- 
tive price to be obtained for nitrate. 
Just when the benefit of this combi- 
nation was beginning to make itself 
felt upon those companies which had 
suffered most, the disturbing influ- 
ence of the civil war in Chili began to 
obtrude itself. These times, how- 
ever, in due course passed away and 
were weathered, while nitrate compa- 
=. began to show satisfactory divi- 

ends, 


Now that things have, so to speak, 
shaped well, and the nitrate industry 
looks for halcyon times, a new pos 
sible source of trouble has presented 
itself. The Chilian government does 
not like to see the nitrate railways 
and the nitrate industry doing so 
well, and so suddenly assumes the 
role of the philanthrophist, and sees 
in the apparent monopoly a danger 
not only to itself but to all European 
agriculturalists. Minister Senor 
Rose has discovered that the railways 
and the nitrate industry have conflict- 
ing interests, and electing to defend 
the interests of the latter, considers 
it desirable to negative the conces- 
sions granted to the Nitrate Railways 
Company, and ratified by the Gov- 
ernment of Peru. The morai obliga- 
tions of the Chillians to perpetuate 
the concessions made by the Peru- 
vian Government cannot be dealt 
with here. Nor do we purpose enter- 
ing into the rights of the Chilians to 
protect themselves; though, to judge 
from the way the growth and conduct 
of the nitrate industry is referred to, 
people would think the Chilian Gov- 
ernment was having an industry, and 
the resources of the country, wrested 
from it, after having by unsided ef- 
fort nurtured aud developed them, 
instead of vice versa. 


Undoubtedly the fact of the rail 
ways being able to charge high 
freights is opposed to the interests 
of the nitrate producers, but Senor 
Rose states that it is also distinctly 
against the interests of the public, be- 
cause in consequence artificially high 
prices are damanded for nitrate, 
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The success of the Nitrate Combine 
in checking the output has so reduced 
stocks as to afford an excellent 
opportunity for squeezing consumers, 
but we are not aware that this 
line of action has been adopted to an 
unwarrantable extent. The fact of 
the combination being suspended 
after March next, is indicative sather 
of tolerance, as it will allow the pro- 
duction to be increased, when by 
keeping the same down prices could 
have been materially advanced. The 
members of the combination are, 
moreover, aware of other factors 
which avert the adoption of too high 
artificial prices for nitrate, and they 
wisely took cognizance of them. 

It is very kind of the Chilian Gov- 
ernment to suddenly interest itself in 
the welfare of the agricultural classes 
in Europe, and on this ground to de- 
sire not to increase the duty, but to 
allow production “to go on without 
any artificial restrictions whatever.” 
There is no intention, it is stated, to 
force the production, and it is to be 
hoped that this is so, for the past 
with its uncontrolled production has 
not left a very pleasantimpression on 
the minds of a good many in this 
country, whatever it may have done 
in other parts of Europe. 

Though the duty on nitrate, which 
now brings the Government a reve 
nue of over two million pounds ster- 
ling per annum, is vot likely to be 
increased, it seems rather hard to 
propose to take it out of iodine, as in 
some cases it is to this article that 
companies owe their satisfactory po- 
sition, the gains more than compen- 
sating for the losses on nitrate. 


Such, then, is the position of af- 
fairs. The nitrate combine distinctly 
states that though the restrictions 
upon output are to be removed after 
March next, up till then they will be 
strictly carried out, while atter that 
date even, the other objects of the 
combination will still be prosecuted. 
What the mext step on either side 
will be remains to be seen, while what 
the outcome will be it is hard to say, 
Several possibilities present them- 
selves, but 8o far they can scarcely be 
considered probabilities even, the sit- 
uation in the meantime being novel 
and noteworthy.—Chem. Trade Jour- 
nal,
